interest. It was as follows: 

‘‘My association with the circum- 
stances attending the death of Limcoln 
was not the first I had experienced in 
connection with Presidential sorrows. 
It was my sad fortune of Jan, 6, to be 
on the same train and in the same car 
with Gen. and Mrs. Pierce and their 
son Benjamin, when the latter was 
killed on the railway between Andover 
and Lawrence in 1853, 

Only a moment before the car left 
‘the iron, Benny stood in the passage- 
way, talking with a cofipanion, scarcely 
an arm’s length from me. The train 
was under a high rate of speed, andthe 
accident, accompanied -with the awful 
crashing of the car on the rocks, came 
-with terrible suddenness. 

I managed to get out of the car, but 
I hardly know how, As soon as I col- 
lected my senses, I saw Conductor 
Aborn, whose death occurred only a 
few years’ ago, vainly endeayoring to 
break in one of the doors of that car. 
Observing me, he excitedly called out: 

‘For Heaven’s sake, doctor, help me 
break im this door.’ We-both went 
back a few feet, locked arms, and run- 
ning, threw our entire weight against 
the door, when it gave way almost as 
quickly as if it had been made of glass. 
Oh entering, nearly the first object that, 
met my eyes was the lifeless form of 
Benny. The top of his head was shock- 
ingly mangled, and death must have 
been instantaneous... Before we had 
time to cover the body Mrs. Pierce 
caught a glimpse of it. 

I have had considerable experience 
in scenes of suffering at home, as well 
asin the-camp-and on the field, but on 
no other occasion have I ever witnessed 
such agony as was portrayed on the 
face of that distracted mother. After 
_| one glance at her dead young son she 
sobbed and uttered these words: 

‘Oh! my dear boy,’ repeating the 
same as the General tenderly led her 
away from the car. 

As will be remembered, the accident 
occurred near an almshouse, and. ob- 
serving one of the inmates, I called to 
him to bring a board, which he did as 
quickly as he could, Then we laid the 
body upon it and:bore it to that build- 
ing. Soon after Joseph W. Smith, now 
a prominent citizen of Andover, drove 
up with his carriage and_ took in the 
President-elect and wife, myself and 
the body of Benny, and carried us to 
the residence of Mrs. Pierce’s father. 

A few years ago Mr. Smith was in} 
Concord as the guest of Col. John A. 
White, when he called upon me, and 
we talked over the sad drama that had 
occurred nearly four decades before. 
After Gen. Pierce’s inauguration I met 
him from time to time until his death, 
but I never had the heart to recall the 
awful—occurrence whose sorrowful 
shadow followed both him and Mrs, 
Pierce to their graves, It may be ad- 
ded that Benny sléeps with his broth- 
ers and parents in Minot Cemetery, in 
the northerly portion of our city, and 
when walking or driving in that section 
in the daytime I always look for their 
white marble shafts glimmering in the 
light.”’ 

P.S. The above accident occurred 
nearly opposite where the Poorhouse 
now. stands, a broken axle, it is under- 
stood, throwing the cars down the em- 
bankment. Many of our older resi- 
dents. remember the incident well and 
some were there at the time.

Our Spring Flowers.

March, this year, made herself ex- 
ceptionally bright and beautiful. Her 
warm. sunny day: ed.a prophesy 
of an early spring. Grass started, cro- 
cuses lifted their heads to smile at_ the 
sunshine, and a few hardy maples hung 
out their red banners. 

April, provoked at the unnsual be- 
havior of March, pouted, stormed, 
turned a cold shoulder to Spring’s ‘ad- 
vances and made herself generally dis- 
agreeable. A few energetic little wild- 
flowers managed to show themselves in 
a feeble way just as the sulky goddess 
departed, but the moment her back 
was turned they tlung themselves upop 
May and covered her with floral beauty. 

Peach, cherry, and red maple; which 
generally are the heralds of charms to 
come, this spring are 1n bloom with’ 
apple and pear trees. Forsythia and 
Japan Quince are putting forth their 
blossoms in companionship with the 
later shrubs, deutzias and_lilacs. Tulips; 
hyacinths, and pansies make the gar- 
dens gay. 

The fields are white with innocent 
‘“‘bluets’* and dotted with clumps of 
violets. Anemones sway their fragile | “8° 
bells in warm woodland nooks,. white 
violets shed their sweet perfume bythe 
brookside, the birch dangles its golden 
tassels over half-open buds on blue- 
berry bushes and cornel, Even our 
postmaster catches a breath of May’s 
enthusiasm and places a lovely white 
trillium at the stamp window to excite 
the admiration of Andover botanists. 

Shall I ever forget one golden spring 
day when I waded ankle deep 1n tril- 
liums? The region about Syracuse, 
N. Y., is noted for its profusion of wild 


flowers. Here in a grove, witha party | ease 


of teachers and scholars, I revelled in 
trillium, gathering the purple and the 
white blossoms till. our baskets could 
hold no more; wondering at the strange 
shading and variation of color, which 
like a freak of petunia, manifested it- 
self in edges and streaks of green on 
pure white petals and deepened in 
some specimens into a royal pury.le. 

Here, too, maiden-hair fern grew in 
profusion shading the lovely bloodroot,

Counting Ballots, 


A new law provides that the ballot 
box: may be opened between the hours 
of one and two o’clock in the afternoon 
and ballots taken therefrom for count- 
ing, whenever it is deemed necessary 
or advisable so to do in the unanimous 
judgment of the election officers of the 
voting precinct. When the ballots 
have been thus removed, before the 
voting has ceased, the warden of the 
precinct shall select from the precinct 
efficers and equal number from each of 
the two leading political parties, who 
shall canvas the votes thus removed 
from the ballot pox; but ‘they shall 
count only those where the voter has 
not voted for all the candidates nomi- 
nated by one political party, and shall 


leave all straight party tickets to be |‘ 


counted after the polls have been 
closed... But-no announcement of the 
result of the canvass and counting of 


votes this removed from the ballot pA 


box shall be made by any precinct offi- 
cer until the total result of the canvass 
and counting of votes has been ascer- 
tained.

Green Manuring For Prairie Soils, 


The continued cropping of prairie 
soils to grain crops, without any system 
of rotation, is telling severely upon their 
original stock of half decomposed animal 
and vegetable matters and nitrogen, ac- 
cording to H. Snyder of the Minnesota 
station, Soils which haye been cropped 


when theres a larger amount of organic 
matter.in the soil. Soils which have pro- 
duced grain crops exclusively for 10 to 
15 years are found to contain from a 
third to a half less humus and nitrogen 
than adjoining soils that have never been 
plowed. Soils which are rich in humus 
and organic matters produce a larger 
amount of carbon dioxid, which, dissolved 
in the hygroscopic soil moisture, acts as 
a solvent.upon the soil particles.and. aids 
the roots in procuring food. Such soils 
are found to contain a larger amount of 
phosphates in available forms than the 
soils that are poor in humus, 

One-half of a. sandy kmoll, heavily 
manured with well rotted manure, con- 
tained nearly a quarter more water dur- 
ing a six weeks’ drought than the other 
half that received no manure, The sup- 


the fertility of the soil. A good system 
of: rotation, including sod crops and 


well prepared farm “manures, will do- 


this. On many prairie farms, a rotation 
of crops will soon be negessary on ac- 
count of the peculiar composition of 
some. of the soils and their corresponding 
subsoils, especially those in which the 
surface soils are richer in phosphates and 
nitrogen while the subsoils are richer in 
potash and lime.

Fertilizing Field Crops. 

In their investigation of field crops, 
the Massachusetts hatch station found 
in two experiments that sulphate of pot- 
ash gave a larger yield of potatoes than 
did muriate of potash, and they were 
also better in quality. They found that 
potash is the controlling element for 
beans and corn, nitrate of soda is bene- 
ficial to oats, nitrate of soda greatly in- 
creases the yield of -grass, and muriate 
of potash causes a remarkable increase 
in the proportion of clover in mowings

Norway was ‘featty wiped wet by -w great

The fire spread through the village toa 
settlement at the east, known as Steep 
Falls, Two firemen and a clergyman

Fire broke out yesterday afternoon in 
‘Cummings’ furniture factory across the 
river from the village, and beiore it could 
be subdued bid jumped ‘the stream, set, 
fire to the opera house and communi- 
cated to neivi bor.ng buildings.
